"In political economy, as we under-

■ may be called reproductive, ' feecii^ise 
they yield a revenue, or, at letihi , pay 
the'iuterest on their cost, and confer a 
boon of iuentimable value on the citi- 
zens of Victoria. The drydock, it is 

• hoped, will prove a reproductive un- 
, .4^rt^kirig^ /because "tbe^.'ye^sels that 
•. may iase iii will cohtrib'iite towards 
its maintenance and cost. But 
roads through morasses, wharves 
where there mo no roads, 
bridges where tbere are no 
approaches, are not "reproductive un- 
dertakings," because they do not now 
and may never yield a return for th'e 
expenditure incurred ujDon them. On 
the other hand, roads and wharves in 
portions of the country capable of cul- 
tivation or possessing mineral or -for- 

■ ; oat wnnlt.h nnpfiViln nf /^otrol^^p•^»»^^ 

,", would be "reproductive," because the 
interests that would be encouraged 
and developed could be made to yield 
a return to tho public exchequer for 
the expenditure. When a business 
maa sees; or thinks he sees, a chance 
to extend his business or to ■ increase 
his profits he will even mortgage his 
estate for the wherewithal to seize the 
chance. He will consent to pay in- 
terest on a given sum for a given time 
to attain, his object. That is taxation 
• voluntarily assumed on account of 
"reproductive undertakings" for per- 
sonal advantage. What will hold 
good v.'ith an individual applies with 
greater force to a Govern men t; bo- 
Cause the one is an infinitessimal part 
of the other. The individual acquires 
property and looks to the Government 
to protect him in tho enjoyment of 
that property. He claims liberty of 
thought and action and demundH that 
the Government shall protect him in 
' tbQ epjoyment of his liberty within 
lawful bounds. He has political priv- 
ileges and demands that the Govern- 
- ment shall see that those privileges 
are not invaded or takon away 
Ho has children and ho luiks the Statu to 
oilucato them. He him u furm, or a coul 
mino, or a timber leaso, and ho petitioos 
tho Governmoiit to niako a roud so that 
bo may bring his products safely and 
speedily to a luarkot. To ask ovory citi- 
z«n to maintain a private polieo force for 
self 23roteciion and build and keep iu 
order tho roatla loading to hia place 
would be simply to rotni'n to tho foudal 
systum of tho middle aKo-i. To deny his 
cJiildren tho boon of froo education 
would be to take a long stride backward 
while all the world is moving forward; 
and the burden of taxation imposed on a 
few individuals would be greater than 
they coald boar. Now, to secure to ovury 
man protection and privilogos, and to 
lift tho burden of taxation from tho 
backs of tho few and distribute it so 
aa to give to each man a load that 
will not press unduly on him. is tho vital 
prinoi'ple — • tho cssonco of all good 
Oovortiment. It is the foundation of 
Eettlcid Government all tho world ovor, 
and no man who knows anything about 
Constitutional Government or Political 
Economy will attempt to di.sijuto tho pro- 
position. John Stuart Mill, Adorn Smith, 
Bpencer and all the great philosophical 
minds that have led public opinion iu 
England for tho last century agree on 
this point, 

As thuro are certain natural laws which 
if disregnriled will produce an unhealthv 
state of the body and hasten dissolution, 
, BO there are certain political laws which 
''if traDBgresaed must orin^ a country to 
finanoial ruin and death. /The policy of 
the Walkem Goverumcnt would Iiavo 
suited commnnitioH like those of Mo.xioo 
or Turkey , for instanco, where tho burthen 
imposed ou individuals is only rognlatod 
by the weakness of tho victims and Ihoir 
ability to survive "bleeding." Delicion- 
' oiesysin the flnnnoea oi- tbo^e coun- 
tries are speedily met by a forced levy on 
tho strongroom of the party marked for 
despoilment. In a oouiury where Con- 
Btitutional Qovorumout provoils, how- 



ever, forced levies are unpopular, or wo 
feel sure that ono would havo been triod 
here; The policy of Mr. Walkein was 
simply to 'expend tho capital- of the 
country, and when that was gone — 
"tho Holugo!" The policy of that 
Government should have been to retain 
their capital and imposo a light and 
equitable tax that would have yielded a 
sum suflloieut to efTeot all necusBary im- 
provements, including tho drydook. Tboy 
would thus havo been independent of 
Canada, and railway construction would 
not have been imperiled, as it certainly is 
to day.

To that, and that alouR, is at- 
tribwtablo the failure of Canada to carry 
out the Carnarvon Sottlomout. lint 
setting aside the blunders and waste of 
the late Government, we ask, in oil sin- 
cerity, how the cost of government is to 
bo defrayed and the tremendona liabili- 
ties iucnrrod by their prcdecossors to bo 
met by tho Elliott Ministry except by the 
impoHition of taxation ? Lot us suppose 
tho balance of capital remaining unex- 
pended at Ottawa to be handed over to 
us to-ni^TTbv; it would not sniBae to free 
the Province of its preseut debt! In any 
event, thoroforo, thoro will have to l)0 
money provided to defray tho expenses of 
Government and carry on "roprod na- 
tive undortiikiugs.". :.Gan anyone suggest 
a method of raising a revenue other thon 
that of taxation ?

Conveyiince of Mails to British. 
; - _ Columbiii. 



' - Ottawa, MAncH 9. 

Mr. DoCosmos moved for a return of 
tenders received in 1875 for tho oonvoy- 
anoe of mails between Victoria and San 
Pranoiaoo, Ho pointed out that tho coast 
between San Francisco was almost har- 
bourless, and thoreforo lirst-ehias steam- 
ships were required for that service. Up 
to 1875 tho atoamships were of a very 
poor class, and the Orogonians and the 
people of Washington Territory were 
anxious to see better boats put on, as 
.•well as the British Columbians. Tho 
latter made representations to the Gov- 
ernment that it was desirable to give a 
larger subsidy to induce British ships to 
undertake the service, but the Govern- 
ment had let the contract to a foreign 
Company — the Pacilio Steamship Com- 
pany of San Francisco — which coaled at 
a port in Washington Territory, Tho 
boats now used wore unsafo, and had 
badly supplied tables. (Laughter.) The 
steerage aocominodation was also very 
bad. 

Mr. Bunstor also complained of the 
bad class of steamships used on this line, 
aud mentioned tho loss of life which had 
been sustained jn the loss of that old rat- 
teltrap the Paoifio. The Vancouver Coal 
Company were ordering two first-oluss 
shii)s from the Clyde, with the intention 
of using them on. this service if they had 
roasouiiblo encouragement from the Gov- 
ernment. Tho present comijauy had 
broken their contract, and he suggested 
thaf the contract should bo cancelled. 

Mr. Thompaon (Cariboo) said he 
thought the Governmeiit should either 
cancel the oontraot or insist on its being 
properly carried out.- Most of the boats 
wore luannod by Chinese crews, to whom 
no Olio would like to trust his life. 

Mr. Casey said ho hud particular rea- 
son for taking an interest in this matter, 
us a frieiul of his was ouo of tho survivors 
of the Pacific. He thought tho Go\ em- 
inent should secure the fuJJ^st perfor- 
mance of the contract, arid see that tiio 
service was performed by good ships. 
Tho mauagomont of tho lina'''-in-icittestiou 
had been intolerable. •■ 

Jlr. Huntington said the Government 
weto prepared to britig down thereturns, 
when it would appear thot the Adminis- 
tration made the best arrangements pos- 
sible. They would also be prepared -to 
receive any suggestions on the subject 
from gentlemen having a local knowledge. 

Tho motion was carried.

Velocity of ELECTitiuiTv.— Professor 
Lovering, of Cambridge, in his admi-- 
r.able paper on measuring the velocity 
of olectricitj', presents tho following 
facts which may answer the frequent 
inquiry how fast electricity can move 
oyerJihe^iWii^eSiiEUniinating the some- 
what .unscientific character of the 
query, Mr. Lovering states that in 
1859, Professor AVinstock,of Haiward,' 
sent electric signals from Cambridge 
to San Francisco and thence by other 
lines to Canada, and back again, to 
Cambridge, over a loop of ivire meias- 
uring 7,200 miles. This long jouriiey 
was performed by electricity in about 
two-thirds of a second, and no small 
portion of this brief interval was lost 
in bringing into action the thirteen 
repeaters which were interlopated 
into the circuit.
